What the Commissioners Did Yes- 
terday at the Regular Mectiug 
The Commissioners met yeste:day 

with a full Board, and transacted 

the following business:

The Brown-Mvans Case. 

The following is the full text of 
the decision in the Brown-Evans 
case as rendered by Chief Justice 
Waite of the U. S. Supreme Court: 


In error of the Cireuit Court of 
the United States for the District of 
Nevada. On motion to dismiss, 
with which is united, under rule 6, 
a motion to affirm. 

Wm. Woodburn, for plaintiff in 
error. 

W. E. F. Dealand C. J. Hillyer, 
for defendant in error. 

WalttTeE, C. J. The writ of error 
in this case was not made return- 
able on any particular day. This, 
if the defect is not cured by amenil- 
ment, entities the defendant in 
error to a dismissal; but the plain- 
tiff in error asks leave. under the 
authority of section 1005, Rev. St., 
to amend the writ by inserting the 
proper return-day. That leave we 
grant, and therefore overrule the 
motion to dismiss; but, on looking 
into the record, we find the case 
was manifestly brought here for 
deluy wnly. All the questions pre- 
sented are so frivolous as not to 
need further argument. The mo- 
tion to affirm is granted. Judg- 
mént affirmed
